
Claims 2-5 have been allowed. Claims 2-5 and 7-11 are therefore presently pending in the case. For 
the convenience of the Examiner, a clean copy of the pending claims is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 
In compliance with 37 CF.R. § 1 . 121(c)(l)(ii), a marked-up copy of the original claims is attached 
hereto as Exhibit B . 

II. Su pport for the Claims 

New Claim 7 has been added to more clearly claim aspects of the invention. Support for this 
claim can be found throughout the specification as originally filed, with particular support being found 
at least in Claim 1 and the Sequence Listing as originally filed. 

New Claims 8 and 10 have been added to more clearly claim aspects of the invention. Support 
for these claims can be found throughout the specification as originally filed, with particular support 
being found at least at page 13, lines 28-35. 

New Claims 9 and 1 1 have been added to more clearly claim aspects of the invention. Support 
for these claims can be found throughout the specification as originally filed, with particular support 
being found at least at page 13, line 35 -page 14, line 5. 

As new Claims 7-1 1 are fully supported by the specification and claims as originally filed, they 
do not constitute new matter. Entry therefore is respectfully requested. 

III. Rejection of Claims Under 35 U.S.C. § 112, Second Paragraph 

The Action rejects Claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as allegedly being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the invention. Allegedly Claim 1 is 
indefinite for reciting the term "at". In response, Claim 1 has been cancelled and new Claim 7 has been 
added which corrects this error and removes non-elected sequences thus avoiding this rejection and 
therefore, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal.
